The plant had four about 75 x 2Q-meter workshops including 
a former hangar which was used for a storage shed. Other 
installations were a boiler house with three boilers, a 
sawmill, an administration, and a galvanizing plant. 

5, Work force: 406 Soviets working one shift. 

6. Output: 


One truck leaded with about 100 small boxes left the 
plant every day. 
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The instrument reproduced in'sketch 3 was seen 
geveral times. “rom the lenses fitted in the two 
openings source inferred that it was a periscope. 
He said he saw the same object during a six-day 
stav in -lant No. 216. another instrunent about 
5 cm long and & cm in diameter, with various scales 
such as voltmeters or armeters, was also seen.

Power was supplied by a transmission line coming 
fron the direction of the artillery parracks. ‘the 
power plant is aaid to be nearby.

Soviets said 
that radio sets were also being built.

b. oo far only Optical Plant Ne. 2:8 has been known. 
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however, this plant cannot be the same as the 
reported plant (see para 6) and its location 
would not agree with the location data contained 
in a previous report’? 


The reported work force and the fact that the 
plant is connected to the main rosd only by a 
dirt road (sketch 4) shows that it is of only 
minor importance. 


the work pieces reproduced in sketches 3 and 5 
do not permit a definite identification. It is 
possible that periscopes are being produced in 


the plant but a production of range finders for 
44 and naval guns is also possible.
